Don’t  think  you  can  plant  in  solid  beds  and  secure 
as  high  percentage  of  perfect  blooms  as  you  can  on 
raised  benches. 

Don’t  forget  that  it  is  the  inferior  and  not  the  high 
grade  product  that  gluts  the  market. 

Don’t  plant  too  close  or  shade  your  plants  if  you 
want  stiff  stems. 

Don’t  select  early  buds  on  late  varieties,  the  best 
flowers  come  from  the  late  ones. 

Don’t  permit  insects  to  infest  your  stock,  remember 
an  ounce  of  prevention  is  better  than  a  pound  of  cure. 

Don’t  overlook  the  fact  that  too  rich  soil  and  late 
planting  are  the  cause  of  blind  growth  on  some  va- 
rities  such  as  Maj.  Bonnaffon,  Klondike,  Christmas 
Gold,  Yuletide,  etc. 

Don’t  overlook  the  fact  that  the  dates  given  for  se¬ 
lecting  buds  are  important  and  are  usually  based 
on  three  years’  experience  prior  to  dissemination. 

Don’t  forget  that  the  great  majority  of  Chrysan¬ 
themums  grown  in  America  originated  with  us  at 
Adrian,  Michigan.

Remember  early  varieties  must  be  planted  at  least  during  the  month 
of  May  to  insure  best  results. 

If  this  cannot  be  accomplished  the  mid-season  or  late  kinds  are  more 
practical. 

The  best  date  for  selecting  buds  as  given  in  our  catalogs  is  important 
and  usually  based  upon  three  years’  experience  prior  to  dissemination. 

German  and  American  peat  are  now  being  used  extensively  to  aid  in 
soil  fertility. 

Our  observations  show  it  improves  the  mechanical  condition  and  adds 
humus  to  the  soil,  thus  providing  a  medium  for  bacterial  activities. 

When  one-fifth  of  peat  is  incorporated  it  seems  to  give  impetus  as  soon 
as  benched. 


We  have  found  that  about  17  pounds  of  16%  acid  phosphate  to  200 
square  feet  of  bench  also  promotes  hasty  growth. 

Tests  of  either  of  these  materials  are  very  simple  by  trying  on  a  part 
of  a  bench  and  any  benefit  will  soon  be  apparent. 

We  mention  these  matters  in  the  hope  it  may  be  of  help  to  our  cus¬ 
tomers.
